
‘Lovely breasts’ nurse suspended 


A MALE nurse who told a 
patient her breasts were “love¬ 
ly” has been suspended for 
nine months. 

Wayne Bronze worked at 
Island Surgery, on Canvey, 
and in April 2015 commented 
on the patient's bust after 
examination. 

The Nursing and Midwifery 
Council heard last Wednes¬ 
day how Bronze told the 


woman: “...nothing wrong 
with those - they look lovely to 
me.” 

Bronze admitted the allega¬ 
tion, but denied - and was 
cleared of - telhng the patient 
at a later appointment: “I 
have a sudden urge to slap 
your bum.” 

Bronze also admitted to 
more than 20 allegations of 
breaching protocol and inap¬ 


propriate conduct - including 
multiple charges of seeing 
female patients without an 
appropriately trained chaper¬ 
one. 

He also admitted failing to 
remove inappropriate photos 
from his Facebook account, 
including one that said: 
“Spread happiness by smiling 
at a stranger today or flash 
them your boobs! Strangers 


love boobs.” 

Bronze was however cleared 
of being sexually motivated. 
The panel instead found the 
breaches amounted to “inap¬ 
propriate conduct”. 

The panel also heard posi¬ 
tive testimonials from other 
patients and a previous line 
manager. 

Bronze has a long service in 
healthcare and there were no 


previous findings against him. 
But the panel opted for a sus¬ 
pension amid claims he could 
still pose a risk to patients 

It added that it had consid¬ 
ered striking him off, but was 
“satisfied” that any risk of 
repetition “can be addressed 
by the imposition of a suspen¬ 
sion order”. 

Bronze was suspended for 
nine months.

THE man elected to 
oversee Essex Police 
has been put in charge 
of the county’s fire ser¬ 
vices. 

Roger Hirst was 
named as the UK’s first 
Police, Fire and Crime 
Commissioner on Octo¬ 
ber 1. 

He was unable to 
attend the civic ceremo¬ 
ny organised for his 
appointment on Mon¬ 
day as he had a bad 
back. 

A spokesman for Mr 
Hirst said he had taken 
on the new role without 
any increase to his 
£85,000 salary or bene¬ 
fits. 

Mr Hirst was elected 
Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner for Essex in 
May 2016, and has 
remained a councillor 
for Brentwood Council. 

According to council 
and Police Commission 
documents, he also 
works as a paid advisor 
for Essex County Coun¬ 
cil and for Hermes 
Investment Manage¬ 
ment. 


He is the first PCC in 
the country to have 
received approval from 
the Home Secretary to 
take on the governance 
of the fire and rescue 
service. 

The change was 
approved after the sub¬ 
mission of a business 
case to the Home Office 
after a period of local 
consultation. 

Mr Hirst replaces 
members of the former 
Essex Fire Authority 
and will oversee the fire 
and rescue service’s 
strategy and budget. 

The county’s chief fire 
officer will report 
directly to him. 

Mr Hirst said: “I am 
honoured to become 
this country’s first 
Police, Fire and Crime 
Commissioner. It is a 
great opportunity for 
Essex and means the 
public can benefit from 
a more coordinated 
approach between the 
two services. 

“This isn’t going to be 
a revolution. A fire¬ 
fighter will remain a 



firefighter and a police 
constable will remain a 
police constable. 

“But there is a lot 
more we can do to align 
two services. We can 
work together on pre¬ 
vention and making 
sure we can do all we 
can to keep vulnerable 
people safe.” 

He added: “Em 
directly elected by the 
public and will listen to 
what people want from 
their police and fire and 
rescue services. We are 
accountable to those we 
serve.” 

Essex County Fire 
and Rescue Service’s 
chief fire officer, Adam

Eckley, said: “Essex 
County Fire and Rescue 
Service has undertaken 
significant reform in 
recent years to become 
one of the best-perform¬ 
ing services in the UK. 

“This change in our 
governance is a signifi¬ 
cant milestone in our 
transformation and an 
exciting step for us 
locally. All eyes will be 
upon us.” 

Essex Police Chief 
Constable, Stephen 
Kavanagh, said: “Fire¬ 
fighters and police offi¬ 
cers share much more 
than a blue light. 

“With the fire service, 
we’re exploring new 
areas where working 
together can make the 
county safer. 

“Police deal with 
much more than crime 
and firefighters much 
more than fire, so work¬ 
ing together in a struc¬ 
tured way is a sensible 
way of using very limit¬ 
ed resources - not only 
to respond to incidents 
but to try and prevent 
them.”

ROBBERS tried to force their way 
into a home in York Road, Southend, 
on Saturday, September 30. 

They tried to gain entry to a proper¬ 
ty by knocking on the front door. 

Police said the owners managed to 
keep the gang out but suffered injury 
and needed hospital treatment. 


A spokesman said: “When the own¬ 
ers answered they quickly closed the 
door to stop the suspects from enter¬ 
ing. 

“Due to this the suspects tried to 
force entry through a pane of glass. 

“The woman inside the property 
tried to prevent this entry and in doing 


so had her arm injured by the broken 
glass. She was taken to hospital with 
minor injuries.” 

The suspects fled the scene. 

DI David Miles added; “This is a 
very rare incident and at this point in 
our investigations we believe there to 
be no risk to the wider public.

Witchcraft and smuggling at 
heart of author’s latest book 


EASTWOOD author Ian Yearsley 
is launching a new novel based 
around the witchcraft and smug¬ 
gling legends of south-east 
Essex. 

Return to Cannow’s End, is a 
sequel to his 2012 novel. The 
Curse of Cannow’s End, which 
was based on the witchcraft leg¬ 
ends of the village of Canewdon. 

With Return to Cannow’s End 
Ian has developed the characters 
from the first novel and intro¬ 
duced aspects from the smug¬ 
gling history of neighbouring 
Paglesham to weave a narrative 
that takes in witchcraft, smug¬ 


gling, local geography, family 
history, family feuds and a quest 
for adventure. 

Return to Cannow’s End is Ian’s 
17th published book. 

His background as a historian - 
he has an MA in history from the 
University of Essex and has been 
working over the summer for 
English Heritage at Tilbury 
Fort - helps to provide a realism 
to the story, which is anchored in 
the landscapes of south-east 
Essex, a place where he has lived 
and worked for 45 years. 

Southend appears in the novel, 
as Thamesmouth, a name it was 


almost given in 1906 when the 
local council discussed potential 
name changes for the town. 

The ancient fishing village of 
Lee also gets a mention. 

“I have always found south-east 
Essex to be an inspirational place 
in which to live and work,” said 
Ian. “It has a fascinating history 
and many interesting legends. 

“Return to Cannow’s End has 
enabled me to develop my inter¬ 
est in the area by blending some 
of the historical topics I have 
researched over the years into a 
story which contains a lot of local 
folklore.”

He’s 70 years old and has survived cancer, but 
Canvey boy Wilko Johnson still found plenty of 
his renowned and uncanny lifeforce to storm 
the Royal Albert Hall r m ^ 


Bacl^in the night 


ROCK legend Wilko Johnson per¬ 
formed one of the biggest solo con¬ 
certs of his life last week, marking his 
70th birthday with a headline perfor¬ 
mance at the Royal Albert Hall. 

The gig, on September 26, was 
arranged to celebrate the Dr Feelgood 
legend’s birthday and the 30th anniver¬ 
sary of the Wilko Johnson Band. 

The guitarist and songwriter was 
born and raised on Canvey Island and 
now lives in Southend. 


He turned 70 in July but the Royal 
Albert Hall show was the final date of 
his UK tour, before he heads to Japan 
next month. 

Wilko shot to fame in the mid-1970s 
with Dr Feelgood. The band scored a 
UK number one album in 1976 with 
their live concert recording Stupidity. 

He has since played with Ian Dury 
and the Blockheads and toured the 
world as a solo performer with his own 
band. 


He experienced a career resurgence 
in 2013 when, after being diagnosed 
with terminal pancreatic cancer, he 
announced that instead of seeking 
treatment would embark on a farewell 
tour. 

A year later, having scored a hit 
album with The Who frontman Roger 
Daltrey - Going Back Home - he 
sought a second opinion on his cancer 
diagnosis after surviving longer than 
doctors had predicted. 


Experts found he had been misdiag¬ 
nosed and that his cancer was not ter¬ 
minal after all - but because he had not 
sought treatment, it had spread to other 
organs. 

Johnson then underwent pioneering 
surgery to remove a tumour the size of 
a football and is now back on the road. 

Discussing his 70th birthday with 
the Yellow Advertiser earlier this year, 
he quipped: “It might not have hap¬ 
pened at all... Perhaps I shouldn’t call 


it 70. Perhaps I should call it plus 
four.” 

Speaking about the Royal Albert 
Hall show, he said playing the historic 
venue was the latest in a long line of 
events he could never have imagined 
happening a few years earlier. 

“What else could happen?” he joked. 
“Perhaps I’ll go out to the space sta¬ 
tion and do a gig.” 

Johnson was supported at the show 
by punk-poet Dr John Cooper Clarke.

How learning 
to dance helps keep 
dementia at bay 


PENSIONERS who learn to line dance 
are better protected from memory loss and 
dementia than those who walk or cycle, a study 
shows. 

Dancing can help fight off loss of brain-power 
as we age and appears to work better over a 
period of 18 months than cycling or Nordic 
walking using ski polls. 

Researchers tested different exercise on 62 
people with an average age of 68, measuring the 
size of the memory centre, called the 
hippocampus, in their brains. 

In the study, published in Frontiers In Human 


Neuroscience, the dance group were found 
to have a larger hippocampus, protected from 
memory loss and dementia. 

It is thought the effort required to learn their 
steps helped those in the dance group to lose 
less brain volume. This is thought to cause 
memory problems and lead to Alzheimer’s 
disease. 

Study author. Dr Kathrin Rehfield of the 
German Centre for Neurodegenerative 
Diseases, said: ‘Dancing is a powerful tool 
to set new challenges for body and mind, 
especially in older age.’

Chimneys tumble 

THE Essex landscape will never be the same 
after one of its most iconic landmarks was 
blown up. 

Residents from Kent and Essex gathered along 
the banks of the River Thames on Thursday, 
September 28, to watch as the two chimneys at 
Tilbury Power Station were brought tumbling to 
the ground by a controlled explosion. 

The 170-metre chimneys were visible from 
miles away and were a key feature of the coun¬ 
ty’s skyline for 50 years. 

The building first went up in 1967 and became 
fully operational in 1969. BFntil 2011 it operated 
as a coal-fired power station, during which time 
its iconic chimneys could be seen pumping out 
smoke across the river. 



In 2011 owner energy company RWE was 
granted permission to convert the plant into a 
biomass station. 

It reopened in 2012 but suffered a major fire 
months later. More than 120 firefighters battled 
the blaze after between 4,000 and 6,000 tonnes 
of fuel went up in smoke. 

A year later it was reported that the station was 
to close, resulting in 220 job losses. It generated 
its final unit of electricity on August 13, 2013.

TELEVISION presenter Valerie 
Singleton has joined forces 
with road safety organisation 
GEM Motoring Assist to 
promote a campaign to help 
elderly drivers. 

The former Blue Peter star 
has produced a video 
explaining what happens as 
people age and how they can 
stay safe on the road. 

More than 100,000 people 
over the age of 90 in the UK 
still have driving licences and 
as part of the initiative GEM 
has launched a Still Safe to 
Drive website. 

The online portal - 
stillsafetodrive.org.uk - offers 
practical advice for everyone 
on staying safe at the wheel, 
and also assists family 
members and friends to find 
kind but effective ways of 
helping those senior drivers 
who may not realise - or will 
not admit - that they pose a 
greater risk to others. 

It follows a recent study by 
researchers at Swansea 


University that showed older 
road users are no more 
dangerous than other drivers. 

Neil Worth, GEM Motoring 
Assist road safety officer, 
said: “Age discrimination 
shapes how older persons 
are treated and perceived, 
nowhere more than on the 
road. 

“There is a perception too 
widely held that older people 
are slow, dithery and 
downright dangerous, which 
is just not true. 

“The study, prepared by 
researchers at Swansea 
University, showed that 
although reaction times may 
increase as people grow 
older, this is compensated by 
older drivers taking more care 
on road journeys.” 

In the video, Ms Singleton 
talks to doctors, 
ophthalmologists, 
psychologists and road 
safety experts who explain 
ways to help extend safe 
driving careers and what 
motorists should do as they 
get older.

MARK Oxley’s dramatic stoppage 
time penalty save meant Southend 
extended their winning run to three 
games on Saturday. 

The Blues were coasting, thanks to 
Anthony Wordsworth and Simon 
Cox strikes, but a Kyle Vassell effort 
ensured a frantic finale. 

The hosts got off to the perfect start 
when Curtis Tilt gave away a needless 
comer. From Stephen McLaughlin’s 
flag-kick to the near post, 
Wordsworth was in the right place at 
the right time to glide home into the 
top comer after only five minutes. 

Tilt popped up at the other end on 
11 minutes and should have lev¬ 
elled, but misdirected his header 
well wide from skipper Jim Ryan’s 
inswinging cross. 

But, the Tangerines kept pressing, 
with Sessi D’Almeida’s header 
nestling on the top of the home net, 
before Oliver Turton sliced a long- 
range effort wide. 

Vassell went closer on 29 minutes, 
but Oxley, with the help of the wood¬ 
work, kept out his stinging drive. 

On what seemed a rare break¬ 
away, considering the unrelenting 
Tangerines’ pressure, Cox was 
unlucky to see his 40th minute 


effort cleared off the line, after 
Ryan Allsop managed to get a vital 
finger-tip to take the momentum 
out of a certain goal. 

Despite ending the half the more 
likelier to score, the visitors’ slop¬ 
piness saw Cox double the 
Shrimpers’ lead barely a minute 
into the second period. 

And, it was fall-guy Tilt, who 
completely misjudged a backpass 
to his keeper under pressure from 
Cox and the striker took full advan¬ 
tage, netting from well inside the 
six-yard box. 

Southend then came under fur¬ 
ther Blackpool pressure, but Phil 
Brown will have been unhappy in 
the manner Vassell was allowed to 
reduce the deficit on 56 minutes. 

A long Ryan punt was complete¬ 
ly missed by the back four and the 
former Peterborough man smartly 
rounded Oxley to net in front of the 
236 travelling fans. 

The Tangerines then threw the 
proverbial titchen sink at the home 
defence and should have had a penal¬ 
ty for an apparent Anton Ferdinand 
foul, before Oxley produced a couple 
of top drawer saves in the dying 
moments of this clifihanger. 

In the first minute of stoppage 
time, sub Will Aimson thought he 
had finally broken his opponents’ 
resistance, only for Jason Demetriou 
to make a fine goal line block. 


But, with 92 minutes on the 
clock, referee John Brooks pointed 
to the spot after an infringement 
with Demetriou appearing to baulk 
an opponent close to goal. 

Up stepped Ryan, but Oxley 
guessed right and pawed away what 
was an admittedly poor penalty kick. 

Southend’s supporters weren’t 
bothered though as the hosts sur¬ 
vived another three tortuous min¬ 
utes of time added-on, to leave 
boss. Brown praising his players. 

“Today was about the result. 
Blackpool deserved something 
from the game and they will be up 
there at the end of the season,” he 
said. “At the end, it was all about 
Mark Oxley’s penalty save. And, he 
had had a difficult week with a 
funeral to attend. We had to stand 
up against Blackpool at the end as 
they threw the kitchen sink at us. 

“Had it been a draw, then, maybe, 
it would have been a good point, 
but, two-one is a fantastic result. 

“We go again next Saturday at 
Doncaster Rovers (kick-off 3pm), 
but we can take stock and confi¬ 
dence from today’s result; that’s 
nine points in a week.” 

Match-winner Cox added; “It felt 
like a basketball game. Anyone 
who could put their foot on the ball 
was going to win the game. We got 
our pressing right and knew what 
we needed to do to beat them. But, 


then we gave away a sloppy goal. 

“I’m happy with my goal. Three 
wins from three is pivotal at any 
time of the season and not many 
teams go on a run in this, or any 
league.” 

Cox concluded: “Blackpool are a 
good side, and the league table 
doesn’t lie. And, we knew it would 
be a tough test today. But, the 
penalty save was massive for us.” 

Tangerines’ boss Gary Bowyer 
said: “We gave away two sloppy 
goals.

“The batting unit have con¬ 
tributed, too, they’ve done almost 
equally as well. We’ve got an hon¬ 
ours board in the pavilion and there 
are, what, 13 hundreds from eight 
different people. So the batsmen 
have done their job. There have 
been incredible performances, 
from the youngest member of the 
squad to the most senior members 
at any given point. 

“That’s been the beauty - some¬ 
one, no matter whether it’s with the 
bat or the ball, has always stuck 
their hand up. 


“As a team they’ve got to enjoy 
this, to start with. You don’t win a 
Championship every day, and 
they’ve got to enjoy the pats on the 
back and take it all in and savour 
the moment. That feeling they’ve got 
of winning this now is part of the 
motivation to drive us forward again 
next year. So what we’ll do is draw a 
line under it and come next January 
all teams are level again. We’ll start 
again and move forward”. 

Of course, comparisons will be 
made by generations of Essex 
enthusiasts, but the achievements 
of the class of 2017, particularly 
having been labelled as favourites 
for relegation, will ensure their 
deserved place in the county’s rich 
cricketing history.
